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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. As for claims 1, 2, 3, 5, 9 and 12, "an MN" and "the MN" do not constitute which 
exactly the subject matter herein. Appropriate correction is required. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: 

Sharony (US Patent 5,652,751) discloses an architecture for mobile radio networks with 
dynamically changing topology using virtual subnets. 

Ahmed et al (US Patent 6,160,804) disclose mobility management for a multimedia mobile 
network.
